| The Boyhood of Lincoln 

On February 12, 1809 a few miles from 
| Hodgensville, Kentucky, Abraham Lincoln 
was born. In the when Lincoln was | 
| learning to walk and talk a greater part of } 
| Kentuc ky was a wilderness 

Little Abe’s first playmate was his sister, | 
Sarah, who was a year older than he. His | 
| father, Tom Lincoln was a good man, sober | 
and kind, but slow and unprogressive. His | 
| mother, Nancy Ha Lincoln, was an ideal 
| backwoodsman’s w She was a fine, upright, | 
woman and her nobility of character left its 
| stamp upon the boy. At the ages of eight and 
} seven, Sarah and Abe trudged four miles to 
school. Oh how proud Mrs. Lincoln was } 
when Abe showed her that he had learned to | 
write his name. 

When Abe was cight the family moved 
| about a hundred miles to Little Pigeon Creek, 
in Indiana, It was a happy day when the 
family moved into the new cabin, There was | 
one room, It had a dirt fleor and no windows! | 
\lthough they were very poor and had to} 
work very hard the lincolns were not un 
happy. Accustomed having little, they 
| were grateful for ar small blessing they 
| received. 

Tom Lincoln did not think much of the 
children going to school. He declared it a 
waste of time when they could be employed | 
usefully at home. But their mother insisted 
| that Sarah and Abe should miss no oppor 
{tunity for an education, even though the 
| children walked nine miles to school each 
| way 
| In the fall of 1818 an epidemic of the 
dreaded mik-sickness broke out in Southern 
| Indiana and Nancy Lincoln was one of the | 
many victims. With teardimned eyes Abe 
whittled pegs for the plain pine coffin which 
his father made. A grave was dug in a small 
| clearing near the Lincoln home and Nancy 
| Lincoln was laid to rest. 

For a long time the Lincolns were very sad | 
}and lonely. At length Tom Lincoln decided 

to take another wfe. He married Sarah Bush, 

a girl he had known back in Kentucky, who 

was now a widow with three children—John 

Sarah, and Matilda Johnston. 

Abe and his stepmother were soon geod 
friends. Mrs. Lincoln said, ‘Abe was the 
best boy I ever knew. He was mighty helpful, | 
always did as he was told, and never gave me 
a cross word or look.’ Although she herself 
was uneducated, Sarah Lincoln encouraged 
| Abe to get all the education he could. 
| When he had learned to read, Abe found 
} that he could get more knowledge from books 
}than from the country school. The only 
| family book was the Bible, so he berrowed 
books from the neighbors. He read them 
after the family had gone to bed. Abe prac 
| ticed writing on the back of the fire shovel | 
| with a piece of charcoal. } 
At fifteen Abe was a tall, lanky boy, 
| strong as a young ox, and lithe as a panther. | 
He hired out to the neighboring farmers and | 
he was a good worker. Everyone liked Abe | 
}even though they made fun of his long legs 
| Abe took it all good-naturedly. He was 
making thirty-five cents a day, splitting rails 
for fences and building pig pens and corn} 
cribs | 

\be was a popular member of the “youn 

ger set” of Little Pidgeon Creek community. | 
He excelled in all the rough-and-tumble | 
rural sports, and was a great favorite with the | 
loungers at the General store and often kept 
them roaring with laughter at his comical 
sayings and funny yarns, Abe attended a| 
“Manners” class hoping to acquire a polish 
to offset his ungainly appearance. He still 
determined to improve himself and would 
walk sixteen miles to borrow a grammer that } 
he might speak correctly. Although it was | 
later that he earned the title ‘Honest Abe” 
we find many instances of his scrupulous 
honesty. Once he borrowed a beck from a 
man on condition that he cake good care of 1t 
| The book got wet. Abe offered to pay for it, | 
| but he had no money. The man told him that | 
if he would work tor him three days he might | 
have the book for his own. 
} When Abe was eighteen he floated down 
\ the Ohio River to the Mississippi on a flat 
boat to New Orleans with a cargo of pork and 
| flour. Some negroes tried to steal the boat, 
but Abe scared them away. At New Orleans 
they traded their pork and flour for cotton 
and tobacco, sold their tlatboat as lumber | 
}and traveled home on a river steamer. While 
in New Orleans Abe saw negro slaves being 
sold as horses and cattle are He made 
| up his mind that if ever he got an opportunity 
to stop this traffic he would do all he could, 
| little dreaming that some day as President of 
} the United States he would sign the Emanei 
pation Proclamation 

Thus passed his boyhood years in which he 
laid well a foundation for future greatness
